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FAILUKE OF A PROMINENT NEW
YORK FIRM.

Tre unfortanate mania for gold specala-
tion, which has of late years led the most

| clear-headed financiers into transactions,

which, to say the least of them, were ex-
tremely fool-hardy, yesterday caused the
downfall of an old and promineut commis-
siou Liouse, a firm whieh has borne an en-
viable reputation ia this eity and abroad
since 1835, DMessrs., Schepeler & Co., of
No. 52 Wall street, when they adhered to
their legitimuate business. were German
bankers aud exporters of petrolenm, pro-
visions, aud other products, their transac-
tions being conducted on an immense
scale. Dat of late they, in common with
otber specalators, have been operating
largely for a fall in gold, trusting that the
weekly ssles which the Secretary of the
Treasury was expected to make, and other
circamstances, would produce the effect
they desired. In spite of their efforts and
their scemingly well-founded expectations,
bhowever, gold has been steadily rising for
several days past, and at each rise Schepe-
ler & Co. have been forced to speculate
Lieavily to cover their former losses. It is
sald thut kome time since they agreed to
furnish eertain parties 810,000,000 of gold
at a specified price, expecting, of course,
that the causes above enumerated would
combine to lower the market. When gold
commenced to rise they considered that
its inflation would be only temporary, and
still econtinmed to falfil their contract.
Finally. however, the payment of heavy
margins—toward the last of 7 and 8 per
cenf.—exhausted their exchequer, and on
Saturday they were foreced to confess their
inebility to meet their obligations. The
aatual amount of their deficiency is alleged
to be £1,500,000.

The failure of Schepeler & Co. was ru-
mored on the street at eight o’clock yes-
terday morning, but so well known was the
firm, and so well established their reputa-
tion for shrewdness and business tact, that
by many the rumor was regarded as a

*‘ciever dodge” to affect the gold
market. However, at the hour when
those struggling, yelling masses of

humanity, yclept the Gold and Stock
Boards, assembled at their reoms,
it was demonstrated beyond a doubt
that the rumors were not only not un-
founded, but, strange to say, were not ex-
aggerated. Immediately the excitement
became intense, and Schepeler & Co.’s
failure was the interminable theme for
every Wall street gossip for the balance of
the day. It was somewhat amusing to
note the amount of knowledge evinced re-
garding the downfallen firm by certain
parties who belong to the widely-dissemi-
nated class of “I-told-you-gos.” They had
foreseen the crash and were ¢lear of it, and
hugged themselves exultingly at their es-
eape from a danger which the wildest
imagination could scercely suppose them
2upable of encountering. DBut there was a
large class who said nothing, gave no sign,
but were yet largelyinvolved by the failare
of this firm, whose connection in this city,
a5 well as in Europe, was very extensive.
Of these, many were reported to have
failed with the larger firm ; bat late yestier-
day alternoon, it was ascertained that all
had paid up, with the exception of two—
Messrs. Schneiwind, Frank & Schepper, of
Exchange Place, and Messrs. Kretz &
Hertel, of DBroad street. The firms were
reported to have failed, but there was
pnothing definite ascertained as to them.

When the news of the failure reached
the Gold Board, gold, which had previ-
ously flactuated considerably, on the
strength of the early rnmors, went up from
110 to 1422, fell again to 141}, maintain-
ing this figure until afternoon, when it
rose to 142, closing at 141:. In the ab-
sence of cable qnotations, which most
usualiy cause the variations in the gold
marketf, these fluctuations are attributable
solely to the failure of Messrs. Schepeler
& Co. There was much comment at the
Board on the absence of these quotations,
but the members had probably forgotlen
that the Whitsuntide holidays are now oc-
curring at London and Frankfort, and
that the business of both of the grand com-
mercial centres is suspended during their
continuance,

Messrs. Schepeler & Co., it is thought,
will not be able to meet a tithe of their
heavy liabilities, as they used all their
available funds on Satarday to meet a
heavy foreign call.

THE SECOND PRESIDENT,

The choice of « sucecessor to Dr. Cald-
well was o matter of deepest i1mportance,
and a question that was discussed with no
little anxiety and apprehension. 'The
President of a University is like the Cap-
tain of a ship. All depends on him., The
Trustees of thirty years ago were fully
aware of this fact, and they deliberated
like men who felt their responsibility.-—
Many caudidates were proposed. There
were one or two asmong the Professors
whose claims to succegd Dr. Caldwell
seemed superior to any others that could
be urged. It was probably because they
could not decide among conflicting claims |
and urgent friends so near at home, thut |
the Trastecs turned in an entirely different
direction. Their choice fell, singularly as
it seemed to those who looked on, for-
tunately as it proved in the issue, upon a
man who was not regularly college-bred,
por had ever made any pretensions to the
character of a ssholar, a self-mads man
who had passed has life so far, among men
of the world, who had won his own way
from the backwoods of Bapcombe, thruugh
the various degrees of a lawyer’s eareer, to
the Governor's chair in Raleigh, and who
had perhaps never once turned his am-
bitioas eye upon any office in the Uaiver-
gity as likely to be within his rcach, or
even desirable.

GOV. SWAIN.

When Gov. Swain come to Chapel Hill
to take his seat as head of the University,
there was no litt'e curiosity felt to see him,
and some disapvointment when he arrived.
1n appearance he was the very reverse of
Dr. Caldwell., Though pleasint and ac-
cessible, there was wanting the old school
touch of quirt aud dignified courtesy and
grace,—the old prestige of scholarly asso-
ciation and name which people had so long
revered and deferred to. There were not
wanting those who said Gov. Swain was a
mere politician end one sarcasca especially |
was levelled at him to the effect that North
Carolina had always done a great deal for
David L. Swain and now she bad sent him
to the University to get un edueation.

Gov. Swain however was one to hold his
own wherever he went. He soon made
himself felt as 2 remarkable man, second
to none in sagueity, prudence and adminis-
trative ability. As to bhis scholarship,
those who doubted it were soon silenced,
and obliged to confess that at any rate he
knew how to use what he had. I have
heard Dr. Phillips tell witu great gusto the
effect produced when on one occosion there
being a conaiderable company assembled
at Dr. Mitehells, in the coarse of the con-
versation, Gov. Swain picked up a small
edition of the Illiard lying near, and turn-
ing to a certain psge, translated fluaently
and elegantly a dozen or two lines having a
very happy appiication to the madter under
disenssion. No man knew better that Gov.

of the sort to which I havs referred, ac-
companied even by disrespect for the au-
thority of the Churoh decpen that disres-
pect, prepare men for apostasy from it,
breed discord within its own pale, engen-
der suspicion and aversion to it in those
beyond its pale, tend ultimately to skepti-
cism and irreligion, and so these in many
ways hinder the progress of that Gospel
which it is the mission of tho Church to
convey everywhere and to all men.

We may bo very thankful that these evils
have prevailed very little, if atall, amongst
ns. It is one of the compensations which
God gives us for our impoverished country
and saffering people, that we are thereby
the less tempted to errors and extrava-
gances of this kind. They are found chief-

Iara-
graph S speaks of annual income in morey not of |
properiy at all, That paragraph mereiy gays |
that when a farmer pays tax on his farm, &e., he
nead not pay tax oo his income from his farm, |
&e., &c., so ni=o a merchant, who pays license
tax on his bu=iness, réed not pay income tax on
the receipts of his trade—so a billiard table keep-

The Pastoral Letter of the IHouse of
Bishops of the late General Convention |
expressed a judgment on the sabjeer of |
certain Ritnalistic practices, from which
jadgment there was no dissent avowed
among themselves.

That _Woe hercby express our high
gratification at this location of said road, feeling
assured that no other could have been 8o bene-
ficial to the greatest number of the people of the
State, and to the State itaell, which has invested
80 largely in this enterprize.

_ Resolved, That this location was evidently con-
sidered the proper one by the General Assembiy,
as i8 proved by the fact that the Assembly modi-
fied the Charter in such a manner as to suthor-
ize and encourage tho loeation to this point ; so
that, in choosiug this route, the partica con-

cerned have only carried ont the views of the law-
making power,

Hfiesocved, That we earnestly call upon tho Coms
missioners of Howan county to submit to a vote
of the citizens the question of making a liberal
county subseription to said road.

Resolved, That such a subscription wonld be

sound financial policy to the county, because the
enhanced value of property would soon repay the
outlay, independentiy of any profits from the in-
vestment, derived directly;by way of dividends on
the stock.
_ Resolved, That we call upon men of property
in town and county to aid this road libersally, in
the gincere belief that it will be one of the best
paying roads in the Btate.

Resolved, That subscriptions of lands will not

only aid the road, but may be made the means of
patting said lands in market to actual settlers,
thus inviting immigration and tending to build up
immensely this section of the State,
Resolved, That liberal subsecriptions here will
cause the construction of said road to be began
at both ends st the same time, ihus ensuring its
early completion to this point, besides giving us
an immediate ingrease of business and prosperity.
Tlesolved, Thal now is the time for every man
of public spirit to put bis shoulder to the wheel
and push forward this and our other favorite rail-
road projects with an energy and unity of effort
worthy of the occasion.
